To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

i  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  urban  district  for  the  year  1972,  my  second  year  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West 
Riding  County  Health  Services. 

The  vital  statistics  showed  a  very  small  decrease  in  the  popu¬ 
lation  based  on  the  mid  year  estimate,  the  figure  for  1972  being 
4,850  compared  with  4,900  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate 
at  11.5  per  thousand  population,  although  considerably  below 
the  1971  figure,  when  adjusted  for  population  factors  gave  an 
adjusted  rate  of  14.3  per  thousand  population  which  is  similar 
to  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  No  stillbirths 
occurred  during  1972  but  one  infant  died  shortly  after  birth. 


The  main  causes  of  death  were,  again,  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulation,  coronary  heart  disease  accounting  for  over  50 
per  cent,  of  this  group.  This  condition,  all  too  frequently  strikes 
at  the  middle  age  groups,  with  tragic  consequences  emotionally 
and  economically  for  the  family.  Deaths  from  malignant  disease 
were  similar  in  number  to  the  previous  year  whilst  strokes  and 
respiratory  diseases  were  other  major  contributors  to  the  mortality 
in  1972.  However,  the  total  death  rate  when  adjusted  for  popu¬ 
lation  factors  was  10.5  per  thousand  population,  lower  than  the 
figure  for  the  County  and  the  Country  as  a  whole. 

Although  protection  against  measles  is  now  part  of  the 
routine  immunisation  programme,  the  number  of  notifications 
received  was  larger  than  the  1971  figure.  Analysis  of  notifications 
received  has  shown  that  immunisation  confers  a  very  high  degree 
of  protection.  The  value  of  immunisation  lies  not  only  in 
reducing  the  number  of  cases  but  also  the  unfortunate  complica¬ 
tions  which  can  occur.  Previous  studies  have  shown  that  38 
per  thousand  notifications  developed  severe  bronchitis  and 
pneumonia,  25  per  thousand  had  middle  ear  infections,  4  per 
thousand  notifications  showed  neurological  complications  and 
about  1  per  cent,  of  cases  required  admission  to  hospital.

Routine  immunisation  is  offered  for  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus  and  polio  under  the  County  computer  scheme  as 
well  as  for  measles,  and  has  resulted  in  well  over  80  per  cent,  of 
children  being  protected.  Older  children,  who  are  susceptible 
are  vaccinated  against  tuberculosis  and  schoolgirls  at  the  age  of 
about  13  years  who  have  not  had  German  measles  are  offered 
vaccination  against  this  condition. 

The  Halifax  hospitals  provide  hospital  services  for  the  Urban 
District  and  other  seven  districts  comprising  the  County  Division. 
There  is  at  present  a  considerable  degree  of  co-ordination  of 
hospital,  general  practitioner  and  local  health  authority  services 
c.g.  in  midwifery  through  the  regular  meetings  of  the  maternity 
liaison  committee  and  the  successful  development  of  the  Geriatric 
Day  Hospital  at  Northowram. 

Attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  continues  to  be  satis¬ 
factory  and  the  developmental  assessment  programme  for  pre¬ 
school  children  which  was  introduced  last  year  has  been  well 
received  by  parents.  Under  this  scheme  the  health  visitors  carry 
out  a  system  of  screening  tests  at  regular  intervals  on  each  child 
so  that  any  problem  is  identified  and  dealt  with  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  provision  of  health  and  supportive  services  e.g.  warden 
schemes  for  the  older  age  groups  is  of  prime  importance  and 
will  continue  to  be  so  since  the  proportion  of  elderly  people  in 
the  community  is  increasing  gradually  over  the  years,  partly  due 
to  smaller  family  size  and  partly  to  improved  life  expectancy. 
The  chiropody  scheme  arranged  for  53  patients  to  receive  276 
treatments  at  the  clinic  and  a  further  34  who  were  unable  to 
attend  were  given  233  treatments  at  home.  This  service  having 
been  started  on  a  voluntary  basis  in  earlier  years  was  operated 
in  association  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council  from 
February  1960  and  wholly  by  the  County  Council  since  1964. 
It  has  proved  of  inestimable  value  particularly  to  the  elderly  and 
physically  handicapped.  Unfortunately,  due  to  expansion  of 
need  and,  it  appears,  lack  of  availability  of  qualified  staff,  it  is 
possible  that  it  may  become  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  the 
service  provided  during  the  year. 

The  housing  statistics  indicate  the  action  taken  by  the  Council 
on  dealing  with  unfit  properties  during  the  year.  Representations 
were  made  in  respect  of  six  houses  in  clearance  areas  and  one 
unfit  house.  Encouragement  is  given  to  owners  by  the  Council 
to  bring  up  to  standard  older  properties  which  are  structurally 
sound  and  capable  of  improvement  by  means  of  grants.  This 
scheme  has  been  given  wide  publicity  and  is  a  means  of  making 
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full  use  of  the  older  type  property  which  lacks  amenities  but  is 
otherwise  structurally  sound,  capable  of  being  improved  and  with 
a  useful  future  life.  It  is  not  an  alternative  to  clearance  of  those 
properties  which  are  structurally  unsound  and  clearly  unfit  for 
habitation  and  where  satisfactory  improvement  is  impossible. 

The  number  of  positive  cultures  of  brucellosis  obtained  from 
routine  milk  sampling  again  caused  concern  and  whilst  the 
difficulty  in  eradicating  this  infection  from  herds  is  well  under¬ 
stood,  it  is,  nevertheless,  essential  to  protect  the  health  of  the  public 
by  ensuring  that  they  do  not  acquire  the  condition  from  drinking 
infected  and  untreated  milk.  It  was  necessary  in  one  case  during 
the  year  to  take  legal  action  to  ensure  observation  of  a  heat  treat¬ 
ment  order  on  an  infected  supply. 

As  this  report  has  been  prepared  the  impetus  towards  the 
reorganisation  of  Local  Government  and  the  health  services  has 
been  gaining  momentum  with  its  consequent  pressures  involving 
time  and  work.  I  would  particularly  like  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  patience 
and  courtesy  and  to  Mr.  Goulden,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  other  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  friendly 
co-operation  and  help  at  all  times.

SECTION  II 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Ripponden.  Patients  requiring  hospital 
treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to  hospitals  under  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Halifax  Area  Hospitals  Management  Committee 
(National  Health  Service).  Included  in  this  group  are  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  Nortliowram  Hospital 
(for  aged  and  chronic  sick),  Todmorden  Field en  Hospital  and 
Todmorden  Stansfield  View  Hospital  (for  mentally  subnormal 
patients). 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  Orthopaedic  Hospitals, 
Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  area  are  available 
when  required  ;  they  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  so-called 
“  Leeds  Hospital  Region”  which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three 

Ridings. 


B.  Ambulance  Facilities 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  covers  the  Ripponden  district 
through  the  Group  Control  at  Birkenshaw  and  the  Divisional  Depot 
at  Brighouse  and  it  may  be  contacted  by  telephone  No.  Bradford 
682211  or  Halifax  62191.  There  is  an  agency  agreement  with 
Halifax  County  Borough  whereby  patients  being  transferred  to 
and  from  Halifax  Hospitals  only  are  taken  in  Halifax  ambulances 
the  telephone  number  of  the  station  being  Halifax  60606. 


C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
at  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford  and  by  the  Regional 
Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds.  There  are  also  facilities  for 
the  examination  of  clinical  specimens,  including  cervical  smears, 
at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 
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D.  Issue  of  Anti-Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available  at 
the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners 
requiring  them.  A  supply  of  re-agents  for  diptheria,  tetanus, 
whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  measles  and  rubella  is  available 
free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken  to 
participate  in  the  West  Riding  County  Council's  schemes  of 
immunisation. 


SECTION  III 

W.R.C.C.  PREVENTIVE  HEALTH  SERVICES 

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Zion 
Congregational  Sunday  School,  Ripponden,  every  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon,  and  is  attended  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  system  of  regular  screening 
tests  to  assess  the  development  of  all  pre-school  children  was 
introduced  as  part  of  the  Child  Health  Service  carried  out  by  the 
health  visitors  and  doctors. 

B.  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children

Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc, 

A  variety  of  brands  of  dried  milk  and  other  infant  foods 
were  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  for  the  convenience  of 
mothers.  National  Dried  Milk,  Vit.  A.D.  &  C.  drops  for  children 
and  Vit.  A.  D.  &  C.  tablets  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
were  also  distributed.  The  tablets  contain,  in  addition,  certain 
other  essential  nutritional  requirements  for  the  expectant  and 
nursing  mother. 

These  vitamin  preparations  are  free  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  children  under  school  age  in  low  income  families  in 
addition  to  free  Welfare  milk.  Included  in  these  are  families  in 
receipt  of  Supplementary  Benefit  or  Family  Income  Supplement 
and  any  in  special  need  because  of  low  income.  For  families  not 
entitled  to  free  provision  the  cost  of  these  preparations  is  very 
modest  —  about  5p  for  a  six  weeks  supply. 
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Care  of  Premature  Infants 

Special  equipment  is  available  for  use  in  the  home  in  cases 
requiring  it.  Portable  incubators  are  available  at  both  the  Halifax 
and  Brighouse  Ambulance  Stations  should  it  be  necessary  to  trans¬ 
fer  a  premature  infant  to  hospital. 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
in  their  own  homes. 

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  responsible  for  both 
home  nursing  and  midwifery  in  this  area.  There  is  one  full-time 
Home  Nurse  and  one  full-time  Midwife  working  in  Ripponden 
and  neighbouring  parts  of  the  Sowerby  Bridge  Urban  District. 

Midwifery  Service

Relaxation  classes  were  held  regularly  to  include  mothers 
from  the  Ripponden  area. 

Analgesia 

The  Ripponden  Midwife  is  trained  in  the  administration  of 
both  trilene  and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  is  provided  with  the 
necessary  equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring 
it  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination  by  a  doctor. 

Do  Health  Visitor 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children,  of  persons  (including 
adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home  as 
to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  Through¬ 
out  this  health  division  as  far  as  possible  Health  Visitors  are 
attached  to  the  practices  of  family  doctors  and  serve  the  families 
on  their  medical  lists  rather  than  working  in  fixed  districts.  This 
attachment  scheme  has  led  to  closer  integration  of  the  two  services 
and  this  is  very  much  appreciated. 
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Family  Planning 

Since  April,  1971,  the  Family  Planning  Association  have 
held  weekly  sessions  in  Allan  House  Clinic,  Sowerby  Bridge, 
taking  cases  from  the  Ripponden  area  as  well  as  the  immediate 
locality. 

Cervical  Cytology 

This  examination  for  early  detection  of  cancer  of  the  cervix 
is  offered  on  a  regular  basis  at  Allan  House  Clinic  at  Sowerby 
Bridge  and  is  also  provided  by  the  family  doctors. 

E.  Care  and  after  care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after  care 
of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness  or  sub¬ 
normality,  venereal  disease  and  other  illness. 

Tuberculosis 

A  full  time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in  the 
division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinic  at  the  Halifax  Royal 
Infirmary  and  has  helped  to  forge  a  valuable  link  with  the  hospital 
services.  She  is  also  responsible  for  visiting  patients  at  home  and 
helps  to  trace  and  supervise  their  contacts.  In  1972  visits  were 
paid  to  62  households  in  the  division.

G.  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
immunisation  and  vaccination  of  school  children  and  pre-school 
children  may  be  done  either  at  the  clinic  or  by  the  family  doctor. 
Under  the  County  Health  Department’s  computer  programme 
immunisations  are  offered  during  the  pre-school  period  to  protect 
against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  polio  and  measles. 
Routine  vaccination  of  infants  against  smallpox  is  no  longer 
performed,  following  the  recommendation  made  to  the  Department 
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of  Health  by  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation  and  was  based  on  progress  made  on  the  international 
front  by  the  World  Health  Organisation  Smallpox  Eradication 
Programme  and  the  view  that,  in  this  country,  the  risks  of 
continuing  the  routine  vaccination  of  infants  outweigh  the 
advantages  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

In  addition  to  booster  immunisation  given  later  in  childhood, 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to  those  who  require 
it  at  the  age  of  12  to  13  years  and  vaccination  against  German 
Measles  to  girls  in  the  same  age  group  who  have  no  natural 
immunity.
